Tho moro tho uiattor is ooiiaidorod tlio 
niiiro thoi .conviction is forced upon u3 
that "aomoono haa bluiidorod," in send- 
in;' or ill iiiturprotiun tho diupatch under 
which tlio Uoiniuiiin liquor license com- 
liiisaioliora prupose lo iict on tlio '2'2d of 
next mouth. To oouviiice tho pubhc tliat 
this iinproasidu ia correct wo coiitunt our- 
solves with (luoting from tho '.'Liciuor 
Licoufie Amoudmbiit 'Act" of last aossion, 
which sets forth iia follows: 

20. VVlioruiis doul)ts Imvo nrison uh to 
tho powor (if parliamout to paaa "Tho 
Lii|Uor Liciiiiso Act, 18Si!." iiiid thu 
amondmoiitH tlioroof uouLainod in this 
act, it ia thon^furu unrtctod, tliat until tho 
question of tho conipotonoo of thu piirlia- 
inunt of Ciiunda to paaa tho said net, and 
this act, bo dutormincd as horeinaftor pro- 
vidod, no iirnaocuLinii for tho iiifriii^;t' 
immt iir vu4^itiiin of the aiiid Licpior 
LicunHo Act.i shall bo instituted a^'aui^t 
auy holder of a liconau for aoliiuH Inpior 
};runtod to hiia under the authority jf any 
Btntutu passed in any of tho provinces, so 
long as stioli Itconso under such authority 
ia in force. 

li. And for tho purpose of havin[? tho 
Bald c|Ue.-ilion (lutorniuuid an Hoon a.^ pos- 
Blble, tlio >;ovornor in counoil may rofor 
to tho supremo court of Canada, for hear- 
ing and detorniinatioii, thu .said (luestieii 
as to tho oouipeteucu of parliament lu 
paas'the snid acts, in whole or in part; 
and such court ahull thereupon hear and 
detenuiuo the Hatne and certify their 
opinion to the governor in council; aiui 
if in Ihoir opinion a part or parts of tho 
said acts only wuru wiiliiu the conipetonco 
of parliamont, then thoy shall certify to 
tho governor in council what part or part^ 
thureof are within such competence. 

i{. Tho lioutenaiit-cjovornor of any of 
tho proviiicort may, with tlio coiiaunt of 
tho f^ovoriior in oo\inoil, on behalf uf the 
province of which ho ia tile lieutenant- 
governor, becoHio a party to tho said case; 
and in tho event uf any province thus be

It will thus bo aeon that tho coinmis- 
sinnora have no power to press for pon- 
altios undor the act, mid that although 
they may 140 throui,'h tho form, and i^raiit 9 
hotel and aaloiui liconaea, they cannot 
restrict in any way the aalo of liiiuor by 
publicans who hold liconsoa uuder the 
proviuutul act. Wo doubt if thoy 
havo powor tn issue licuncos, and it is 
possible that ahould thoy attempt to carry 
out their iiiatruclioiia they will iind thoiii- 
Bolvea in a very awkward poaition. 
Neither tho municipal nor provincial ijov- 
ornmonts will stand idly by while the 
rights of thu province are boin^; invaded 
in tho manner proposed.

I am quite positive th;it I u.-ver 
signed my iiaiiio to tho doctinii'iit, pro-
